they began to learn it as scon KB they 
could speak, 
The nasal, twang oi' Suf- 


folk is known in tho other purls of 
England as "Suffolk singing," 
Miss 


Kate Field says that tho "nasal twang 
is very strongly marked in some of tho 
English counties. 
Slio must refer to 


tho eastern counties—Norfolk, Suffolk, 
Essex, and Cambridge. 


On coming to this country 1 found 


a twang tunong some of tho people, and 
particularly of tbo Now Engenders, 
very bimilnr to tlmt of Suffolk, and the 
case of tho letter h was repented here ; 
and passing through New England I 
could not 1'ail to notice what n very 
large proportion of tho towns had been 
named after those of tho eastern coun- 
ties of England, which appeared to 
show that the greater portion of tho^ 
original settlers came from that part of 
the old country. 
Here then was the 


simple explanation of tho twang which 
is peculiar to tho Yankee. 
The first 


settlers oi' Massachusetts came in chief 
part from Suffolk and neighboring coun- 
ties, and (.tamped the impress of their 
accentuation and tone of voice on Iho 
language of tho State, and ns other im- 
migrants never afterward arrived in suf- 
ficient numbers to swamp the original 
Bottlers, tho children of tho late comers 
caught tho accent which prevailed most 
in the colony, It will bo needless ftr 
mo to point out how the Now England- 
ers in a considerable degree stumped tho 
whole country with their character nnd
